I throughly hope 
that the problem of vacancies 
at the Altona West Primary 
School will be solved during 
the first term in 1967 and this 
should give me a few more 
vacancies for -these- waiting 
children. Five of our this year’s 
children will attend Kindergarten 
next year again because of the 
shortage of vacancies at the 
school. 

Toys and Books Display. 

From October 12 until Octo- 
ber 14 inclusive, we had a 
Books and Toys display for 
parents, set up at our Kinder- 
garten. At the October Mothers’ 
Club meeting, I discussed with 
the mothers the value of good 
toys and books and the mothers 
took great interest in the sub- 
ject. They could also order 
toys and books for their children 
and a great many ordered 
Christmas presents for their 
children.

Our main interest during these 
Jast 2% months of 1966 was 
Christmas, the parties and their 
preparations.

Capital Punishment 


{A TEENAGER’S VIEWS) 

In response t our competi- 

tion for your views on capital 
punishment we received this 
entry from Roslyn Jensen, of 
Queen Sireet, Altona, who 
writes:— \ 

“Capital punishment has been 
much in the news lately and be- 
ing both for and against it here 
fare my views on this very de- 
batable topic. 

“I consider crime to be a dis- 
ease, thus all punishment should 
be reformatory in character. The 
death penalty is not a deterrent, 
for we have only to look back 
into history when men were 
hanged for theft; crime then 
was more prevalent than it is 
now. Murders are usually com- 
mitted under the influence of ir- 
resistable passion and therefore 
nothing will better this kind of 
criminal. However, under the 
proper care and treatment a 
criminal can be gradually de- 
veloped into a useful citizen. 

“Isn't it true that more often 
or not we imagine an innocent 
man has been hanged? Prisoners 
are usually condemned upon the 
evidence which the best legal 
experts admit to be essentially 
dubious. = 

“But, if you look at capital 
punishment in another way you 
will see that no punishment can 
be quite as deterrent as that of 
death. 

“In the case of a contemplated 
murder a man knows that he 
has a certain death before him 
and the deterrent effect of this 
clese prospect of the gallows is 
very marked. 

“If a criminal is sentenced 
to life imprisonment he always 
has the hope that something will 
happen and he will be set free. 

“The prospect of imminent 
death often brings the criminal 
to remorse, whereas perpetual 
imprisonment only hardens 


him.”

other countries.

tal punishment. Hanging is 
supposed to act as a deterrent 
and yet the very next day after 
Ryan's execution Melbourne’s 
biggest ever armed robbery 
took place and this could quite 
easily have resulted in murder. 

Then again, the purpose of a 
prison is to isolate wrong doers 
and reform them; Ryan and 
Walker spent a good part of 
their lives in prison and it cer- 
tainly didn't do them much 
good.

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COUNCIL WANTS 
OVERPASSES NOW 


The Altona Shire Council is 
again writing to the State Gov- 
ernment to urge overpasses or 
level crossing booms at the Mil- 
lers Road and proposed Grieve 
Highway level crossings on the 
Geelong railway line. 

The council, at its last meet- 
ing, was hearing a letter from 
the Minister of Transport, Mr. 
Meagher. 

The letter read— 

“T acknowledge your letter of 
January 18 concerning transport 
services in the Altona area and 
desire to say that the Metro- 
politan Transportation Commit- 
tee is at present engaged in the 
planning of an overall balanced 
transportation system for the 
whole of the metropolitan area 
and I hope that within a few 
months this plan, which will be 
based on projections for the next 
20 years, will overcome many of 
the admitted inadequacies of 
existing public and private trans 
port systems. I have referred 
the matter in the last paragraph 
of your letter to the Railways 
Commissioners for examination 
and will advise you the result in 
due course,” the letter conclu- 
ded. ‘ 

When it was read, Cr. H. W. 
Lee said: ‘Let's urge that both 
crossings be fixed up. 

Mr. J. W. Waters, shire sec- 
retary, replied: You'll get shot 
down in flames. They are pre- 
paring a study and that is all 
there is too it. It will be at least 
10 years before we'll get over- 
passes there.” 

The council passed a resolu- 
tion agreeing to the letter, after 
Cr. Lee had said: “It’s too long 
to wait. It’s already claimed a 
number of lives.” 


DRAIN TO CROSS 
SPORTS RESERVE 


The Board of Works plans to 
build a big drain through the 
Altona North Sports Reserve. 

It will be a 75in. pipe drain 
known as the Burgess Street 
drain, which will extend south 
through the Altona North sports 
reserve which was recently pur- 
chased. 

The Board approves of the Al- 
tona Shire Council carrying out 
the works with its own day 
labour force in accordance with 
the Board's design and under 
supervision of the Board, and 
subject to the cost of the work 
excluding Board’s supervision 
being- borne by the council with- 
out refund; the work being car- 
ried out to Board’s satisfaction;

“I refer to your letter of 
November 4 concerning matricu- 
lation classes in the high 
schools in the Altona Shire. I 
appreciate the concern of your- 
self and the shire council about 
the restriction of matriculation 
classes at these high schools, 
and I am sure that you will un- 
derstand that it is with reluct- 
ance that we impose such re- 
strictions. 

“We have studied the position 
of Altona High School and Al- 
tona North High School very 
closely and have taken into ac- 
count the number of pupils ex- 
pected in 1967 and likely avail~ 
able staff. Our decision is there 
will be no matriculation classes 
at Altona High School in 1967 
and that at Altona North High 
there will be matriculation 
classes in the humanities, but 
not in science and mathematics. 
These decisions are for 1967 only 
and will be reviewed towards 
the end of next year in the light 
of estimated enrolments for 
1968," he says.
